Committee saved by community action 


With one of the largest crowds 
ever to see and hear a Boyne City 
school board meeting, the differ- 
ences between the board, the 
committee that oversees the 
Human Growth and Development 
Committee, and _ interested 
parents, may have been resolved 
with the passage of a resolution to 
have the committee come back to 
the school board next month with a 
new committee set-up featuring 
staggered terms and a few other 
details worked out. 

The motion, recommended by 
Superintendent Rich Kelly, was 
heard by over 300 interested par- 
ents, teachers and students. 

While not passed, the board 
acceded to the wishes of the crowd 
and by not passing a motion they 
had considered, allowed the com- 
Mittee to stand as they are 
presently. 

Last month, the school board 
had asked the committee and the 
school administrators to have the 
Human Growth and Development 
Committee disbanded because the 
board felt they had lost control 
over a committee designed to serve 
the wishes of the school board. 

The third item on a long agenda 
was started by board member 
Richard May stating A position of 
the board and trying to explain the 
issues that were concerned. 

Among the points made by May 
were a request to have the school 
principals bring to the board a 
detailed outline of the sex ed 
program, a lack of communication 
between the board and the rumors 
as to what the issues were, and 
implementation of programs for 
the eighth grade students without 
proper notification to the parents, 
and developing for use a4 curricu- 
lum that was not brought in front 
of the school board for approval. 

May stated that since the school 
board had the responsibility for the 
education of the students, a lot of 
questions were left, in the board’s 
mind, unanswered. 

Since the questions were unan- 
swered, the board felt that the 
committee should have the an- 
swers to many of the questions of 
the school board. 

Other important issues, accord- 
ing to May, included the time of 
the committee meetings, the 
guidelines for the committee 
structure, who appointed and what 
was the length of service. 

According to the members of the 
public in the audience, while those 
were concerns, they were not 
necessarily the issues at all. 

The public felt that the school 
board was trying to stop the 
program in its entirety and name 
members to the committee who 
may become yesmen to the board. 

May cited a lack of communi- 
cation between the parents and the 
school board as to what the board 
wanted to accomplish by their 
actions of a month ago. He also 
remanded the press coverage say- 
ing it was the cause of many 
rumors going on in the city. 

With the closing remarks. he 
turned the meeting floor to Thelma 
Behling, head of the Human 
Growth and 
committee. 

Behling started off by saying she 
felt that this was a command 
performance and the board showed 
a lack of respect for the hard work 
the committee had put in over the 
years, ‘‘‘,..I feel the school board 


- should make an apology to the 


members.of this committee. They 
don't need to spend the time if 
they get a slap in the face,’’ 
said to the board.. 

Then she started to answer some 
of the questions May had raised, 
point by point. 

The reason for the meeting time, 
she said, was that many of the 
other members of the committee 
‘could not. meet at any other time. 
They could not find a time when

ter.and others could meet other

than the time voted upon by the 
committee. 

‘‘We have been meeting at the 
same time for the last three 
years,’’ she told board members. 

Behling then said that she would 
not join a club and then ask for the 
club of many members to change 
the time for club meetings just 
because they couldn't make them. 

She continued telling the board 
that the committee was set up 
based on state guidelines, follow- 
ing the direction the school board 
had set for the committee to be an 
advisory group to the professional

study committee. The school board 
had approved letting the profes- 
sional study committee take the 
authority of determining the 
program and naming the mem- 
bers to the advisory committee. 

When three board members 
were named to the group, and they 
did not like the program that was 
being developed, they axed the 
program. Behling felt that the 
entire committee should have been 
allowed to vote on it. 

She then told the board that the 
cutriculum for the grade school 
had not been worked on for the

Coaching problems 


The other main event at Mon- 
day's Boyne City school board 
meeting saw the community of 
Boyne turned out enmasse to voice 
their opinion on the present foot- 
ball program, pro and con.

from the years 1974 to 1985, the 
years that McCullough has held a 
coaching position in Boyne. The 
accumulation of wins and losses 
totaled out to a 21 win-71 loss 
record.

CHOCOLATE 
Give Me 
Today's meat 
’ Yesterday's bread 
Last Year’s cider. 

The above plaque was the first 
thing I noted when I entered Betty 
Schlink’s beautiful kitchen. Betty 
had just moved into a loyely 
apartment in Fresno, California 
when her sister-in-law Maxine and 
I visited her. Betty served us this 
chocolate dish which she made in 
the microwave. It had the same 
light and moist texture that is 
found in the old familiar lemon 
pudding-cake. 


CHOCOLATE PUDDING-CAKE 
(Microwave) 
2 cups water 
1 cup unsifted flour 
% cup sugar 
% cup nuts, chopped (can do 
without) 

2 tablespoons cocoa 
1 teaspoon baking powder . 
¥% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 tablespoons oil 
% cup milk 
% cup sugar 
% cup cocoa 

Measure the 2 cups of water in a 
4 cup measure and place in micro- 
wave to boil. (about 4 minutes) 

Ina 2% qt. casserole combine 
flour, sugar, nuts, cocoa, baking 
powder and salt. Add vanilla, oil 
and milk and mix well. Spread 
evenly in dish, Combine sugar and 
cocoa. Sprinkle over top of cake 
batter. 
Pour boiling water over all. 


Cook uncovered 9 minutes or 
until cake is no longer doughy. 

Serve with ice cream or whipped 
cream. 


How Americans love these choc- 
olaty desserts. My library research 
into chocolate gave me this infor- 
mation. The cacoa is an evergreen 
tree which grows to about 25 feet 
high. The seeds or beans come 
from large 8’’ melon-like pods. The 
seeds or beans are the size of a 
lima bean. The people of Central 
America and Mexico in old times 
used these beans as money. His- 
torians do not know how long the 
Maya Indians of Central America 
and the Aztecs of Mexico culti- 
vated the cacoa bean; definitely 
before Columbus. Then in 1528 
Cortes, the conquerer of Mexico 
took cacoa beans to Spain. By 1606 
they were introduced to Italy then 
spread to other countries of Europe 
and England where by 1700 was 
most likely the most popular bev- 
erage in London. 


Now it is cultivated in Central 
and South America, East and West 
Indies and West Africa. Chocolate 
manufacturers blend the beans for 
size and color desired, and process 
them by cleaning, roasting, hull- 
ing, blending and grinding to make 
chocolate liqueur from which all 
chocolate products are made. 
Chocolate has a high concentration 
of energy producing compounds 
and is used for quick energy for 
soldiers, athletes, and explorers.

After some more discussion an

Coberly also updated the board 
on the construction projects within 
the schools to make them more 
energy efficient.

Ware-withal

It’s odd that Mother Nature 
hasn't caught on that most dogs 
and cats are indoor animals and 
don’t need the complete coat 
changes that outdoor animals do. 
Maybe she’s been too busy super- 
vising dramatic outdoor scenes to 
notice that the shedding she’s 
decreed leaves hairy webs in many 
indoor scenes. But animal owners 
notice the hair. They notice not 
only when they're at home but 
when they're far away from home 
and find they're wearing it. 

At times, when owners feel their 
animals are overdoing shedding, 
they call their veterinarians for 
suggestions on hair control. Vets 
can always come up with good 
ideas, but they’re only workable 
with cooperation from the animals, 

One suggestions is that dogs and 
cats be kept away from the sources 
of heat, like radiators and fires in 
fireplaces. The heat makes their 
skin dry which causes excess shed- 
ding, according to the vets. So 
owners plead and shout and the 
animals move away from the heat 
and then, they move right back. 

Vets further suggest that 
another way of keeping shedding 
down is to bathe the animals 
frequently and follow baths with 
liberal applications of lotion. 
Rumor has it that there are some 
animals that do enjoy a bath 
although the evidence on this is 
sketchy. None of these happy 
bathers are cats, however, As for 
the dogs, most prefer outdoor 
bathing’in stagnant ditches and 
puddles ‘of their choice to indoor 
bathing in a tub. 

Desperate owners have been 
toying with some ideas of their own 
for solving the shedding problem 
that are worth considering, if only 
briefly. The most practical idea is a 
big hairnet that would cover the 
trunk of the animal’s body with 
holes cut out in appropriate places 
in the rear. This would keep the 
falling hair close to the animal’s 


. body instead of in its usual free- 


floating state. The net could be 
removed outdoors from time to 


’ time and the contents shaken out. 


Then the animal could be brushed 
while ‘he or she is undressed, so to 
speak. The only problem with this 
plan is that animals scratch them- 
selves a lot so the net would have 
to be of a material that would resist 
shredding. Chicken wire has the 
most widespread support. 

Then there’ 8 the suggestion that 


animals be painted with epoxy 
glue. This would create a hard 
coating that would certainly con- 
tain the hair indefinitely. Of 
course, it would have to be cracked 
off at the end of shedding season, 
but then all the loose hair would 
come off with the glue in solid 
pieces. Partial or total baldness is a 
distinct possibility with this plan, 
however. 

But the best solution to the 
problem is to wait until the shed- 
ding animal departs this life, at 
which time he or she can be 
replaced with an animal that 
doesn’t shed, or not as much. That 
is, unless the owner was very fond 
of the one that died, in which case 
he’ll want to replace it with an 
animal of the same variety, which 
is what usually happens. 

Of course, there’s always a 
chance than in an idle moment, 
between landscape changes 
perhaps, Mother Nature may 
notice the situation with the 
shedding pets and decide it’s time 
to make some program changes.

Against Water's Edge 


Editor, 

For several months, Charlevoix 
Township residents have been em- 
broiled in a conflict concerning the 
development of the Water's Edge 


property on Lake Charlevoix. The 


focus of the controversy has been 
on the density of the proposed 
condominium development and the 
increase in boat traffic the project 


-will bring to an already congested 


area. 

The Lake Charlevoix Association 
is concerned about another aspect 
of this project which has been 
virtually ignored. The Water’s 
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Edge property is a classic cedar 
swamp wetland. The Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
recently evaluated the property 
and determined that with few 
exceptions, the entire parcel is 
subject to regulation under the 
Goemaere-Anderson Wetland 
Protection Act (1979, P.A. 203}. 
This means that before any filling 
or other construction can take 
place, the developer must obtain a 
permit from the DNR. 

The Lake Charlevoix Association 
opposes the destruction of wet- 
lands that are important to the 
water quality of our lake. The 
Association plans to review this 
proposal as it relates to wetland 
protection and will comment to the 
_ DNR. We would urge anyone else 
who has these same concerns to 
follow our lead. }
